The prior art of record fails to teach or make obvious a bolt assembly comprising 
a hollow external sleeve, a coil spring, and a hollow internal sleeve, where the external 
sleeve has internal and external helical threads and a thickened internal taper that 
projects into the external sleeve body and tapers such that the hollow sleeve body is 
thickest as the innermost inner end, said inner end having at least two expansion slots, 
a hollow internal sleeve with external threads adapted to mate with the internal threads 
of the external sleeve body, and an internal sleeve flange on the outer end of the 
internal sleeve body, such that the coil spring is positioned around the internal sleeve 
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body with the spring inner end is in abutment with a spring stop member located within 
the external sleeve flange and the outer spring end abutting the internal sleeve flange.
